She, 
ioo, was stronger than most girls at her time 
of life, and the stmggle to tree herself from 
the grasp of the black devU completely ex- 
hansted her. Smith flnally throttled her, threw 
her

etrnggle aU ’ the 
poor girl’s nnderclothlng was torn from her 
person and injnnes Inflicted which rendered her 
perfecUy helpless and nnable to move. In the 
moment of triumph two citizens were seen by 
Smith a short distance down the road, and he 
made Us escape without doing further violence to 
his victim. When they reached Miss Bartlett and 
discovered her terrible condition tbey secured 
help and removed her to her father’s house, where 
she received proper medleal attention. 
THB ARREST OF SMITH. 
Before sundown tbe country fbr miles aronnd 
had been apprised of the crime of Smith. 
A 
neighborhood so free irom the more gnevons 
crimes was donbly outraged at the aaaanlt on the 
daughter of an estimable citizen, and all tbe 
feeUng of honor among the descendants of the 
I Calverts was at once aroused to fever heat, 


j The men turned out en masse, on horse. In 
! vehlcte and on foot, determined to visit snmmary 
! panlshmentil Smith conld be fonnd. Constable 
! Stmpaon, hearing ol the crime, and knowing the 
indtgnatton which the report bad aroused, was 
fearful that lynch law would be enforced. He, 
wltn bis poaae, was on tbe alert, and toward 
evening traced Smith to a colored meeting house, 
where he was arrested, it was with the greatest 
difllcnlty tbe enraged citizens were prevented 
from execnilsg him upon the spot, but ultimately 
the counsels ofsome 01 the more conservative in 
tne commnnlty prevaUed, and Smitn waa safely 
' lodged in jail in Easton, tbe county town of Talbot. 
THB TRIAL. 
At the May term of the County Court the trial of 
Smith took place, and was very brief. Tbe sullen 
nature of the depraved criminal was apparent 
throngbont. He heard with nneoncem the direct 
and overwhelming evidence which was certain to 
result in hla strangling on the gallows. The story 
of hta victim was corroborated by the two citizens 
who saw Smith rnnnlag away. Dnring tbe trial 
the deepest Interest was taken by the citizens ol 
the county, and at the recital of the girl’s story of 
the prisoner’s crime only respect for tne Court pre­ 
vented them from hanging Smith before a verdict 
had been rendered. His counsel saw how hopeless 
was the case and not one word conld be said in 
defence of their cUent. The Jury were hardly in 
their room before a verdict of guilty was reached, 


j and on the afternoon of May '¿a that word fell upon 
1 the Indifferent ear-of Ernest Smith which to every­ 
body else meant death. A few days alter he was 
brought Into court and 
SENTENCED TO BE HANGED, 
and from the Court House he was conducted to the 
dungeon In jail, hla IrlendH knowing bow ntterly 
hopeless waa his case, in Maryland the Court sen­ 
tences, but the Governor fixes the day of execu­ 
tion, and on the 27th of Jane Governor Groome 
signed the death warrant of Smith, fixing tbe 7lb 
of August os tbe day or execution. 
On the 1st of July the death warrant was re­ 
ceived b; the Sheriff of Talbot county and the 
prisoner brongbt from hla cell to the SberilTs 
apartments, where, la tbe presence of a number 
of citizens, the warrant was read. 
Poilowlng the reading the Bhenl! impressed 
upon the condemned the brevity of nis earthly ca­ 
reer and the importance of an early and an ear­ 
nest preparation to meet hlsdoom. The Bev. Mr. 
Newnam, of tbe Methodist Churoh, offered a 
prayer m behalf of tbe yonng man’s sonU Tbe 
plain 
annonncement that on the 7th day of 
Angost, before the hour of two o’clock, he would 
die a felon’s death brought out all there waa human 
in him and he wept violently for several mlnntes, 
this onnsnal exhtbluon of feeling, however, being 
followed by his accustomed demeanor and look of 
indifference. Bev. Mr. Newnam continued to visit 
him, and of Smith it can be said, os of others of hla 
race sentenced to death, that the gaUows ba$ 
been to him 
THE ROAD TO PA RAD IBl. 
He has of late lutened attentively to tbe exhor­ 
tations of hiB splrltnal adviser and profeaaed that 
be bad fonnd peace with bis Maker and said be 
was ready to die. Daring his imprisonment be waa 
treated with tbe utmost kindness by the Sheriff 
and biB lamUj and appeared to be grateful for 
tnelr conslderaUon of his wants. 
H there Is anything the Maryland law abbon It 
Is a private execution, and with the exception of 
BalUmore the gallowa Is always erected In tbe 
most conspicDoua place, on a site where everybody 
can have a foil view of the whole scene. In this 
case It waa sreoted on a lot belonging to Mr. Prank 
Wright, on tbe Point road, and every fbciuty given 
to the popnlaoe to wltnesa tne execution. To-day 
was really a holiday throughout the county, for an 
execution is so seldom witnessed In these parts 
'b at White and black, women and children, con­ 
sidered It a duty to come to the coonty seat and 
bear wltneat to the death of the nniortnnate 
negro.

FROM 'MB JAIL TO THE SCAFFOLD. 
At eleven o’clock tne National Guards, com­ 
posed of the Easton Zouaves, formed in line In 
iront ol the julU The prisoner stepped nervously 
on to a platform wagon, where he was seated on a 
stool, supported by a colored man on either side. 
Slowly the procession moved to toe scaffold, 
to the mnsio ol muffled druma lhe boy looked 
at tbe brilUant nnliorms of tbe militia, tils eyes 
beaming with wonder as the glistening bayoneta 
passed before him. What did It all mean r Klank- 
Ing the armed gnard was the multitude of cltl- 
aens. The regimental colors were lurled as tbe 
doomed boy neared the gallows, erected about 
three-quarters ol a mile from the Court House, In ¡ 
a large open field. About this the miUury, with 
fixed bayonets, formed a hollow square, the citl- 
sen guards coatrolllug the Hue of the spectators. 
The scaflold was well up m the world, nuilt a la 
Maryland, so that the assemblage oi 6,000 had a 
complete view oi the scene.

The Commissioners of Charities and Correction 
have at present under consideration the sorioos 
subject of baby forming, but as yet nave reached 
no final conclnslon as to the course tbey will pur­ 
sue ID regard to It. Tbere are at present abont 
seventy children “farmed out” In Westchester 
county under the direction oi tbe Bnrean of Chari­ 
ties, bat not a single child belonging to tbe Ran- 
dad’s Island Institutions Is in this city. In a con­ 
versation yesterday with Commissioner Laimbeer 
the H e r a l d reporter was informed that it Is tbe 
nnanimons wish of tbe Commissioners that the 
children now being cared fur in Wesiche ter 
homes should not be disturbed; but, yielding 
to the present temper 
of 
tbe public mind 
created by tbe abuses exposed In the H e r a l d , the 
Commissioners see no otner course open to them 
but to cause the rerurii of the chlldreu to Kan- 
dall’a Island. 
Tlie children, the Commissioner 
says, are very well oared for by the people to 
whom they are confided in Westchester. One 
doctor, belonging to ibe Bureau of Chanties, has 
entire charge of them, and no child Is sent to any 
borne for care except this doctor has previously 
examined the racllitiea for the perlormauce of the 
duty and recommends the lamtly who may have 
made application. The expense per month Is on 
an average $8 lor each child, bat when the child 
needs extra attention, on acoonnt of us being 
delicate or crippled, an extra compensation la 
given. Commlss.ouer Laimbeer says that if these 
seventy children are returned to Kandail’a island 
it will be very difflculi to make room tor them, but 
he supposed it would become necessary to crush 
people closely together In order to give the chll­ 
dreu a department lor themselves. Tbe Dumber 
of children arriving on the island for a consider­ 
able time past has been ateadlly increasing, oo 
much BO toat It became nncessary some time ago 
to begin aendlng mem out West when good opoor- 
tuntties offered, and this la an addlüonai reason

The great railroad assemblage which met here 
at the Grand Union Hotel contained about all the 
really remarkable, first class managers in the 
United States, strange Indeed was It to see Van­ 
derbilt, soou, Ungh Jewett and John King repre­ 
sen Ung the four trunk lines of tbe country and 
long rivals to the last extent. In fact opposition 
conld only go on while the several railroad sys­ 
tems were levying on each other’s territory. The 
main fight, of course, wai between the Pennsyl­ 
vania and the Garrett company, the latter to pass 
through Maryland to Washington and the South, 
the former to build in to Plttsbnrg and get hold of 
the mighty freight business at that point. Both 
wore disappointed. Although the Baltimore com- 
pany crossed the Alleghanies a second time and 
proceeded down the Youghlogheny to Pltte- 
bnrg tbe freights did not leave tbe old established 
route. The ConneUsTilie road has been a disap­ 
pointment to Baltimore. 
in the tame way the Pennsylvania's intent to 
be a great Southern line has tailed at three several 
points. Building South from Cincinnati, the panic 
struck them and stopped work. Tbey began to 
extend tUeir Cumberland Valley roaa'dow n the 
Shenandoah Valley, bnt the Baltimore concern got 
the start of them, and Is already at Staunton. 
Trying the same thing from Washington City to 
Richmond, they got no lartber than Quantlco, and 
are suspended there In mld-alr, utterly unable to 
capture the Richmond, Fredericksburg and Baltl- 
more road. So have tbeir designs to run up tbe 
Monongahela and take the State of West Virginia, 
which 18 one of Mr. Garrett’s pocket boroughs, from 
his grasp faUed. They have tapped the Baltimore 
and Ohio system at Baltimore, Oumbertand and 
Martlusbnrg, but have failed at Wheeling and 
more vital points. They bave strnck the New York 
Central at Buffalo and lU alias, the Lake Shore, at 
Brie, Ashtabula and Cleveland. But these many 
partial advantages have weakened the central su- 
persutlon of thU road In men’s faith. The Scott 
design bas been too wide, wild and spidery tor 
prndent men to understand its merits. It goes by 
doable routes to Cincinnati, S t Louis and (Thlcago, 
thus rivalling Itself—a self-competltor—mnnlng 
out a rival at the added expense to itself. Van­ 
derbilt’s and Garrett’s roads, plain, powerful and 
lucid, yet command tbe conservative Indgment of 
men. 
THE E R IE ROAD. 
And now we have all tbese people apparently 
coinciding in the settlement of the Brie railway 
under Hugh T. Jewett. The Erie has been polled 
and banlod between tboM delectable people, Gold­ 
schmidt and Bisehoflbtolm, Gonld and Fisk, until n 
has got to be a stock manufactory and the terror 
both of “the street” and of Its rivals. Wide and wild 
In range, yet the straigbtest of all our highways to 
the great West, and essentially a New York cor­ 
poration by geography and aim, It seems bard to 
see It pass into the Presidency of an ublo man. 
Jew ett bas just passed ont of Congress from 
Columbas, Ohio. The batUe he gave the District 
government at Washington will subject him to 
equally cool and searching Investigation In his 
management of this great railroad. He Is by the 
Bio IF growth of time a man of prudent judgment 
and atrong 
accumnlatlvenesH. 
Cold, austere, 
with a strong visage and capacity to listen as well 
as to be emphatic, he looks as If he would be the 
best President tbe Erie bas ever baa. 
THE ORIGIN OF THB CONFERENCE. 
This conference, which will probably lead to a 
long truce both personal and commercial, be­ 
tween tbe great belt lines, grew ont of a small 
local fight between the PhUadelphla and Balti­ 
more roads over tbe m atter of tbe passage of their 
trains between Philadelphia and Baltimore. The 
Scott interest owned a rather devious line by 
Columbia ana York to Washington. They conld 
not make time over this road and flnally agreed, 
after bitter years of contention, to divide oppor­ 
tunity and run two full express trains per day 
over the short Intervening road which neither 
owned. About this time Mr. Garrett, literally worn 
out with railroad work, waa ordered to Europe for 
a long stay. Ho was a man ot power.ul intensity 
01 character and a long hater. After he departed, 
his representatives, Joiiu King and Mr. Kejser, 
lonnii DO difficulty in the disability of J. Edgar 
Thomson, who had somewhat of tne obstinacy of 
Mr. Garrett, In coming pacifically together and 
arranging 
many 
things 
more virulent than 
vitaL 
Mr. 
Scott 
has 
an 
easy, 
sugges­ 
tive 
nature, 
rapidity 
and 
despatch, 
and 
he 
clearly 
saw 
that 
the 
Baltimore 
and 
Ohio road was and would continue to be sove- 
relgu over Us own belt of country. Rather than 
carry on tbe business of a pursuer or the legiti­ 
mate railway over Its own ground, he desired to 
finish competition at the spot it bad come to and 
proceed no farther In a ruihoosly anomalous war. 
Heretofore, as Is well known, the Baliimore and 
Ohio Railroad has been compelled to seek its con­ 
federate in the Grand Trunk of Canada, a road 
ostracised from the American nattonailty and 
playing dull dummy to the St. Lawrence system. 
It bas been the belief of the three great American 
systems that If tiiey could neutralize the Cana­ 
dians and compete, like countrymen, they would 
at last come to a spot where fares and IreighM 
would be abiding and the cnrrent political ferment 
against all railroads would cease to annoy them 
la common. By getting Jewett, John King and 
Tom Scott to act in concert 
. 
THE LONO FEUD HAS BEEN SETTLED. 
The great Commodore was himself anxious to 
reduce the speculative Erie to terms, ana so the 
inierneclne annnal fend was settled 
by 
tne 
moral despair of the raUroad men. The Balti­ 
more road, through Its water frefglit lines, carried 
goods far cheaper westward than the rivers. No 
road in America occupies so commanding an Infln- 
ence. it is for above the needs ot money or tn- 
dorsemeot, and borrows In Europe at four per 
cent a year. It Is the only railroad at present 
doing any building of consequence. It Is bmldlng 
Btraignt to Chicago from Shelby and irom Wheel­ 
ing to the Connellsvllle branch, and down the val­ 
ley of Virginia to CoTlngton and Salem, and has 
just finished Its branch irom Lynchburg to Dan­ 
ville. It is all potential in Maryland and West Vir­ 
ginia. Its bridges at Parkersburg and Belair are 
among tbe long drawn monnmenta of our time. 
Yet before the war thla railroad waa thin and lean 
and ragged, paying little or no dividends, provin­ 
cial and a discouragement. Its directory bave 
never watered stock, and therefore have had few 
exactions to meet, ihelr vast surplus calling for no 
dividend. United btates Senator Henry Davis was 
formerly brakesman on thu road, as Tom Scott 
was station agent on the Pennsylvania. 
Tbe United States Hotel, tbe vastest estabfisti- 
ment in this world for the entertainment of man 
on eqnal principles, will, at tbe end of the present 
season, be supplied with all its gas from its 
private gasometer. Having 8,000 burners, it pro­ 
poses to save seventy.flve per cent upon the gross 
gas bills of the place.

General Grant apparently, and his personal 
and official supporteza and henchmen cer­ 
tainly, have sakiafled themselvea that this Re- 
puUie in its present form is a failure. 
They 
are oonvinced thak our regularly recurring 
eleotiona are an evil and an injury, and that 
the material prosperity of the people is sacri­ 
ficed in the oncertaintiea and excitements of 
the political conflict; and they suggest a 
wonderful panacea, under the operation of 
which we shall softly snbside into a stormless 
condition, into an unroffied tranquilhty and a 
perpetual peace, in which we shall enjoy a 
golden age of commerce, industry and specu­ 
lation, and in which everybody shall be im­ 
mediately healthy, presently wealthy and 
finally wise. 
All this is to be secured by the 
“personal” remedy—by “taking a good man 
when you can get him,” by abandoning forth­ 
with our quadrennial renewal of the Execu­ 
tive and imposing the heavy dntiee of that 
office permanently on General Grant, who is 
willing to add the acceptance of this burden 
to his other sacrifices and services in behalf of 
the couhtry.

Not written in the constitution, 
it has perhaps a greater sanctity, a mote 
sacred force, than any line in that instru­ 
ment; for while the written constitution is 
the result of the labors of the wisest of the 
groups of patriots from every State, that 
great point of constitutional usage is the 
direct legacy of the great mao who towers a 
bead and shonldera above them all in the 
patriotic devotion and unselfishness as well as 
in the success of the services that established 
OUT independence and freedom. 
Hamilton, 
Madison, Morris, Franklin and the rest were 
the joint authors of our great charter, but 
this one provision was Washington’s own, 
and it is entitled as such to pre-eminent re­ 
spect 
With the moral influence of that ex­ 
ample overcome by the election of General 
Grant tea four years more the advocates of 
personal anthority wül see their way easy, as 
they fancy, to the establishment of a “Mar- 
ehalate” in the United States; for another 
four years will be given less reluctantly than 
the third, and the people finally will become 
80 osed to the recurrence of the demand that it 
will scarcely be necessary even to observe the 
lonnality proper to the occasion of a new 
term; and the people, deluged in the delights 
of prosperity, like Homer’s hero in Oirce’s 
island, will take -no note of the coming and 
going of the i>olitical seasons. 
Snoh seems 
to he the political theory of the men, perhaps 
half a million in number, who crowd around 
the President B at there are more than five 
hundred thousand persons in this country; 
and the other thirty-eight millions may claim 
that their views also have a certain value, and 
they may dislike to have serious changes 
made without their consent 
All these have 
not the reasons which G n a t’s friends have to 
hate elections. 
They are not equally sure 
that it is our constitutional system that is to 
blame for the many evils in our government 
and it might not he easy to convince them 
that General Grant is a good enoogh Execn- 
tive to have all the law and the prophets cast 
aside in order to secure his services perma­ 
nently.

The advantages to be de­ 
rived from an alliance with Spain were too 
potent to escape the attention of German 
statesmen. 
The conduct of the French gov­ 
ernment in allowing the organization and 
arming of Garlist hands on the French 
frontier naturoUy 
excited 
deep 
discon­ 
tent among 
the Spanish people. 
WhaL 
ever 
sympathy may have been felt 
for 
Franoe 
on 
acoonnt of 
her mislortunes 
was dissipated by the unfriendlmess of her 
conduct toward her neighbor. 
It was felt 
that the men in power represented the old 
Bourbon policy, which aimed at the disinte­ 
gration and humiliation of Spain. 
It was felt, 
too, that there was more than sympathy for 
Carlism in the open protection afforded to the 
men who were dividing Spain by a wasting 
civil war. 
Were it not for the active aid 
afforded to the Carlists by the French legiti­ 
mists the civil war could never have assumed 
its present proportions. 
How important were 
the supplies famished from Prance 
may 
be judged by the fact 
that when the 
French 
government 
tardily 
resolved 
to 
suppress the 
contraband trade immense 
quantities of arms and ammnnition wore 
seized on thoir way to the Carlista. 
The 
repentance 
of 
the 
French 
authorities 
comes, however, too late to prevent their un- 
friendUness from exercising its natural infln- 
enoe on the mind of the Spanish people. 
France shows clearly that she has learned 
nothing from the severe lessons she has re­ 
ceived. 
Her policy towards Spain and Italy is 
unchanged, and her rulers seem irresistibly 
impelled to obstruct the advancement of these 
two kindred nations, when every consideration 
of statesmanship should urge them to win the 
confidence and friendship of the Spanish and 
Italian pcoplea 
By pursuing an opposite 
policy they have isolated France and set her 
frontiers around with enemies. 
Neither Italy 
nor Spain desires to injure or humiliate France, 
and yet the intrigues of the uuscrnpulous fao- 
tions in France, which seized'on power in the 
moment of their country’s weakness, have com­ 
pelled both countries to seek a German 
alliance from motives of self-preservation. 
Nothing could 
more 
clearly show 
the 
blindnees and 
incapacity 
of

France. 
One by one they have stripped their 
country of friends and now she stands ab­

North Carolina has always claimed to he a 
democratic State, and no one is surprised that 
she has proved i t 
The repubhcan party car­ 
ried the State in 1872 only by those extreme 
and exceptional exertions which are made In 
Presidential elections. 
The heavy pressure of 
the administration having been withdrawn 
North Carolina takes her place among the 
conservative States of the South, and is likely 
to keep it unless the radical party heoomes 
much worse than it was in 18751, which is im­ 
possible, or, mnch better, which is improba­ 
ble. 
The administration cannot coerce this 
State 
again, 
and 
it 
is not likely it 
con persuade it; 
for the victory of the 
democracy is decisive. 
A majority much 
larger than any one had reason to expect, a 
democratic Legislature and seven deniocratio 
Representatives out of the eight which North 
Carolina sends to Congress, are facts whioh 
should make it impossible to change her po­ 
litioal oomplezion ia the «ext two yeaia. 
The 


viotors have the sitaatlon In their own con­ 
trol. 
They oan intrench themselves impreg- 
nably if they will only practise honesty and 
economy, and enforee in the government 
thoee principles of reform which have almost 
disappeared from public affairs in the South. 
This is what ths conservatives must not foil to 
do if they would rightly use their opportu­ 
nity. 
They should strive to make North 
Carolina everything whioh South Carolina is 
n o t 
The democratic party at large must not, 
however, assume too muoh from this victory. 
It has not made any new conquest hut bos 
simply recovered its own. 
The great repubU- 
san States of the South, with their enormous 
negro majorities, remain untouched by this 
victory. It only shows—and in a less degree 
than the democratio gains in Tennessee—that 
the Civil Rights bill is weakening the repub­ 
lican party in the South and that the at­ 
tempts of the North to loroe it thrungh Con­ 
gress have inspired the white Southern voters 
with a now and energetic spirit of resistancet 
It will be interesting to watch the effect of 
these democratio suooesses upon the third 
term qnestion and to see if they may not sug­ 
gest to the South the inquiry whether General 
Grant is absolutely necessity to her restora­ 
tion.

T h s «lalbMlea o f • D istressed 
n a y o r . 
In his oommnnioation to Governor Dix, 
Mayor Havemeyer lays down the principle 
by which his action is guided in the matter of 
investigating the official conduct of heads of 
municipal departments. 
He regards it as ior 
expedient to entertain charges against a pnb- 
lic officer nnlesa they are of a grave character 
and such as, if substantiated by proof, would 
demand the removal of the accused party, for 
the reason that “officers charged with the re­ 
sponsible conduct of important pnblio busi­ 
ness are more likely to perform their public 
duty well when they are treated with a gen­ 
erous confidence instead of a bnsy and easily 
aronsed suspicion.” 
Hence, unless “grave 
charges” are made against a city officer by “a 
responsible person, who avows his readi­ 
ness to maintain 
them by proof,” 
or 
unless 
such 
information 
is 
supphed 
as 
“makes 
it 
probable 
that 
some 
flagrant misconduct or incapacity exists in a 
department,” the Mayor does not regard it os 
his dufy and always refnses to order an inves­ 
tigation to be made. 
We might remind Mr. Havemeyer that hie 
treatment of publio officers is not always up 
to the standard he has thus fixed, since it is 
notorious that heads of departments who do 
not happen to be acceptable to him, or who 
hesitate to bend their official conduct to his 
dictation, are subjected to all kinds of abuse 
and undue interference. 
When the Commis­ 
sioners of Aooounts refused to alter and falsify 
the December debt statement threats of re­ 
moval were thundered in their ears nntil they 
yielded and made themselves parties to a mis­ 
demeanor. 
Ever since the President of the 
Department of Taxes and Assessments com­ 
menced to perform his duty as a mem­ 
ber of the Board of Apportionment, and 
to insist upon enforcing economy in the pub­ 
lic expenditures and reform iu the manage­ 
ment of the city finances, he has been badg­ 
ered and abused, and his resignation of the 
Secretaryship of the Board has been de­ 
manded by the Mayor. 
When Police Com­ 
missioners Duryee andDisbecker refused to 
place the convicted Commissioners, illegally 
reappointed, back into the positions of Presi­ 
dent and Treasnrer of the Police Board, Mr. 
Havemeyer stormed at them and called npon 
them to resign. 
The harassing interference 
to which the Commissioner of Public Works 
is subjected by both the Mayor and Comp­ 
troller, to the detriment of the public inter­ 
ests, is a matter of notoriety. 
Nevertheless, 
despite this inconsistency, Mr. Havemeyer 
has a right to the benefit of the doctrine he 
lajrs down, which is, that he refuses to inves­ 
tigate the conduct of heads of departments 
unless gravo charges are made accompanied 
by pledges of their verification, or informa­ 
tion is supplied showing the existence of 
flagrant misconduct or incapacity. 
These premises being admitted it follows 
that when the Mayor promised, on the 4th of 
June last, “a thorough investigation” of the 
conduct of the Police Commissioners Charlick 
and Gardner, in the previous general election, 
to “be proceeded with forthwith” under his 
“personal snpervision,” he must have re­ 
garded the charges against the Commissioners 
as “grave,” or as showing the existence of 
“flagrant misconduct or incapacity.” 
The 
Mayor now tells the Governor that this 
promise was made in good laith, and that the 
investigation would have been made bad not 
the indictments been found by the Grand 
Jury. 
As the trial of the indictments would 
satisfactorily prove whether the charges could 
be substantiated by legal proof the Mayor 
resolved to await 
its result 
To 
what 
end was the 
investigation 
to be made, 
to what end was the resalt of the trial to be 
awaited, unless the Mayor intended to remove 
the accused Commissioners as the penalty of 
faithlenness in office if the “grave chargee” 
against them should be suhetantiated ? 
But 
if the Mayor had removed them for faithless- 
nees in office wonld it have been a proper act 
to immediately reappoint them ? 
The chargee 
were proved, the Commissioners were con­ 
victed, and the law, instead of the Mayor, re­ 
moved them from office as the punishment of 
the violation of their oaths of office. 
Was it 
any more proper or legal for the Mayor to 
immediately reappoint them in the latter cose 
than it would have been in the former ? 
The weakness of the Mayor’s excusiss is 
even more apparent when we remember that 
only one of many charges was tried on the in­ 
dictment in question. 
Even if that new dis­ 
covery in law, a “technical misdemeanor,” 
was the limit of the offence in the one case 
covered by the indictment, the other oases em­ 
braced in the general charges might have been 
of a more serious character. 
If the Commis­ 
sioners bad been acquitted on this single 
charge by the jury they wonld have been tried 
by the Court 
on the other indictments 
covering 
other 
charges, 
and 
punished 
if 
found 
guilty. 
So. 
even 
if 
they 
had 
been 
acquitted, 
the 
Mayor would 
have 
been 
bound 
by 
his 
promise 
and his duty to investigate the full charges. 
Their conviction rendered such complete in­ 
vestigation still more imperative. 
But al- 
though only one item of the “grave charges” 
had been tried, although the accused had been 
convicted on that single ohargc and fined the 
highest money penalty imposed by law, al- 
thooflD tbs other charses stUl remaiuina onin- 


vestigated had been found snffioiently serious 
to demand indictment, the Mayor, instead of 
displaying any disposition to honestly prose­ 
cute the investigatioi^ restored the oonvioted 
Commiseioneis to the offices they had for­ 
feited nnder the law.___________

The controversy between Mr. Beecher end 
Mr. Tilton must soon end so far as the moral 
catastrophe ig concerned. 
While the decision 
of the tribunal now in session will not be the 
legal conclusion, the effect of its report must 
practically decide the public opinion of the 
oountry. 
For while there would be every da- 
sire to release Mr. Beecher from the suspi­ 
cions that now environ him, and which, un­ 
explained as at present, make impossible his 
further usefulnesa in the ministry, it wonld 
he impossible for this committee to make 
what would be called a “whitewashing re­ 
p o rt” Whatever the conclusions of the com­ 
mittee, the evidence upon which these conclu­ 
sions rest must accompany the report, and the 
oountry is quite ai competent as the commit­ 
tee to determine the value of this evideuoa 
As it now stands, and with the exception of 
the unexplained letters, the weight of the 
evidence ia in favor 
of 
Mr. 
Beecher. 
Publio opinion has dismissed the stetement 
of Mr. Tilton as unworthy of credence, 
and we oan well understand how the supple­ 
mentary examination of Mrs. Tilton, that 
pathetic and extraordinary story of misery, 
neglect, disappointment, dishonor and suffer­ 
ing, would make it impossible for os to accept 
as true any unsupported averment from him. 
It has been well observed the trial does not 
involve the fame of Mr. Tilton, hut of the man 
he has accused of an extraordinary crime. 
Pending the decision of this solemn ques­ 
tion there are some instructive lessons that oan 
be gleaned out of this Brooklyn scandal. Mr. 
Tilton himself shows us what is possible to a 
young man of talent and force, who begins bis 
career in a humble way, opposed by “those 
twin jailers of the daring heart, low birth 
and iron fortune.” In his romantic letter to 
Mr. Beecher, printed in the iageniouB inter­ 
view of Mr. Morris, in whioh, after assailing 
the clergyman publicly, he writes a private 
memento of eternal friendship, Mr. Tilton 
alludes to his sudden advancement, and to the 
opportnnities that had opened before him. 
They were legitimate, gradual evidences of 
growth and labor. 
But we see how the high­ 
est advantages ore valueless unless sustained 
by unbending and consistent integrity. 
So 
long as Theodore Tilton followed his duty 
with patience and modesty his career was 
opward. 
Then came the awakening of rest­ 
less ambition, the desire to live always in the 
publio eye, the craving for leadership, the 
impatience with the limitations of home, and 
of a union which, like so many, alas I too 
many, began in boy’s fáncy and was smoth­ 
ered in the selfish strife of manhood’s pur­ 
pose, the growth of little coteries of men and 
women who had “ideas” and “reforms,” and 
who bathed him with the inoense of praise. 
So long as Mr. 
Beecher was the pas­ 
tor of 
Plymouth 
church 
he was 
the 
overmastering presence in Brooklyn. 
In 
that firmament there could be only one 
sun. 
So the life of 
the 
young man 
changed. 
He became dissatisfied with his 
home, and naturally, almost inevitably, began 
to quarrel with religion, with those “s a tis i^ g 
and refreshing” religious experiences, “those 
fair and winning thoughts of the other lile.’^ 
The old gods no longer possessed his devo­ 
tion—the gods of home, duty, industry, 
patience, self-denial and marriage. He sooght 
strange gods, and in the mod search found 
himaelf grovelling at (he feet of obscene idols, 
and around him the ruins of his hearth, his 
fame and his life. 
Nor is it for us to intrude into the 
sacred precincts of home and domestic life, 
even after the wife of Mr. Tilton hasTaised 
the veil 
We dare not say a word to add to 
the sorrows of that stricken wife and mother. 
But even her story, tragic os it is, has its 
lessons. 
Her fate mated her with a wayward, 
gifted man, 
and 
like so many men of 
gifts 
and impulses, 
like Byron, Shelley 
and Dickens, no doubt there were a hun­ 
dred times in every day’s life when he teased 
and fretted unconsciously the heart that loved 
but did not understand him. 
It is hard for 
us to say coldly what woman’s duty should be 
under oiroumstances like those which sur­ 
rounded the wife of Theodore Tilton. 
But 
her duty most surely did not lie beyond her 
home. 
Is it not powible that muoh of this 
misery would have been averted had she re­ 
solved sternly to find no inspiration, no com­ 
forts, no helping, no religious consolations 
outside of her home and the heart of her i 
chosen lord ? 
No wife can find her true gods | 
outside of her honscbold. 
When she goes be- i 
yond and seeks strange gods, then calamities j 
begin, more terrible in their result than any j 
from which she flees. 
When Mrs. Tilton re- j 
cites, in ingenuous gratitude, the peace and ! 
religions comfort she 
received from 
Mr. , 
Beecher, when she tells us that to him, more 
than any one else, she owed her peace of mind 
she unconsciously shows ns the misery of fol­ 
lowing strange gods. For this blessed atmos­ 
phere of home is so subtle that any new 
influence, 
no 
matter 
how high 
in its 
inspiration, that seeks to intrude upon it, 
cannot fail in the end to bring moral death, 
misfortune and shame. 
Let the true wife 
learn, no matter how hard her lot, that it is 
better to sit in suffering silence at her own 
hearthstone praying for love to return ftian 
to seek for “peace” and “consolation” even 
at the feet of the most eloquent and devout of 
clergymen. 
So we might continue this lesson and the 
admonitions it suggests to Mr. Beecher and 
others like him, who are apt to see a nearer 
relation than that of a mere follower in those 
who have an emotional nature and sorrowful 
life. 
No clergyman has a right to share or 
expréss any feeling to the member» of his 
flook that is not a cold expression of Christian 
counsel. In the lives of aU of us, as we make 
our way through the world, there are tempta­ 
tions to follow strange goda. 
It is easy to 
argue that this adoration maybe innocent. 
Such arguments are deceptive. 
In time we 
geueraUy see that worship of this kind, be­ 
ginning with the highest motives, is only too 
apt to fall into sin and to bring with it all its 
saddest cons^uences.

THE CHARITY OPAL FRAUD. 


The Investigation by the 
Comm usloners -of 
Charities and Correction Into the charges made 
against Atwood, the contractor for the delivery of 
tne charity coal to the poor of this city, has been 
completed, a large am ount of tcsum ony liaviug 
been adduced.

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W hat the Warden of Sing Sing 
Says on the Sutueot. 


The successfol m anagem ent of our S tate P rlsont 
has thu* far proved only a Ctoplan theory. To 
m ete out punishm ent to the crim inal elasaes, and 
after they Have expiated their offences against 
Boolety to liberate them with a conviction th at 
they are b etter m en or women than when they 
were first incaroerated Is a problem which, onr 
this Bide of the Atlantic, has yet lo bo solved by 
our legislators, m oral retorm crs and bum anita- 
rlaus. 
With each revolving year It would seem, 
th at tha ue alls of a new scheme for the b etter 
governing or for tne conversion of those crime- 
dyea atom s of the com m unity are elaborately laid 
before tho public understanding, but when tested 
py reason aud practicability are found radloallj 
deficient. Ana yet. notw ithstanding all th a t has 
been done lor the am elioration of the convlot, 
coupled with the enoourajem cnt he receives to 
am end his ways, no again revels In
